~g from 11 to 15 meters long and 170 boat motors of 10*25 horsepower**

!n X947, the total catch amounted to 1,7/11 carloads and the following year, 
1,572 carloads, although bluefish were not abundant, and in spite of bad weather 
during those years. 


la 1948, 200 tons of salt-water fish wore consumed in DubromU, 110 ^ 
tons in Itearfslm, U00 tons in Split, 1^0 tons in Sibenik, 900 ton*, in KiJeW, 

100 tons in Fula, 800 tons in Zagreb, 150 tone in Belgrade, 100 tons in Sarajevo 
and Mgs tar /sarcbinedt/r and 200 tons in Ljubljana, These figures do not include 
tho fish purchased directly from tho producers by the municipal purchasing 
agencies in coastal cities. 


The 19 48 fishing plan was fulfix^ed ao follows: 60 percent for salt-water 
fish, 82 percent for fresh-water, 49 percent for processed fish, 66 percent for 
production of tin cans, 95 percent for production of note, end 3? 
investment. Althoutfi 12 percent more salt-water .3 eh were caught in 19^ than 
in 1947, the total was only 60 percent of the quota under the 1948 P * 7 - n • 


Supplies, especially of clothing and shoes, to fishormen employed by the 
state have not been adequate, and the bonus system is not well enough organized 
to interest the fishermen in making a maximum catch. Supplies to cooTaw^i^ 
fishermen also are not sufficient. All fishing equipment is sold at fixed prices, 
but the fishermen do not receive enough certificates to enable thorn to purchase 
materials for capital Improvement in addition to their daily needs. 


Although fresh-vator fish make up on3y an eighth of the total ^bch. they 
are an important item of the food supply. During the last quarter of 1948, 400 
tOBot frVah'-va^r fit* vere consumes. in Zagreb, 30 tone in Sleek, 80 tone In ObI^c, 
and SO tone, in Karlovao. Like ealt-vater flab, fresh-vater fleb-are an item of eijort.
